FLEMMING  SAID  it  was  not 
yet  known  whether  the  substance 
would  cause  cancer  in  humans 
but  cautioned  housewives  to  be 
“on  the  safe  side”  and  refrain 
from  buying  the  berries — fresh, 
frozen  or  canned. 

The  industry  immediately  ac- 
cused the  government  of  mak- 
ing an  inflammatory  statement 
and  headline  hunting. 

AMBROSE  E.  STEVENS,  ex- 
ecutive vice  president  and  gen- 
eral manager  of  Ocean  Spray 
Crandbefries,  Inc.,  which  repre- 
sents about  75  per  cent  of  the 
nation’s  growers,  said  he  would 
hold  a news  conference  to  ans- 
wer the  government’s  claims  and 
assure  housewives  there  is  no 
danger  in  using  present  supplies 
of  cranberries. 

Fleming  said  government  in- 
spectors found  that  cranberries 
from  the  1958-59  crop  gro.wn  in 
the  Northwest  were  coated  with 
a residue  of  the  weed  killer  am- 
inotriazole.

erica”  to  remedy  the  situation  of 
“moral  decay”  that  exists  today 
in  our  country. 

BENSON  SAID  THAT  the  Un- 
ited States  has  achieved  two 
things  in  its  relatively  short  his- 
tory that  other  great  civiliza- 
tions throughout  lime  had  failed 
to  achieve  before  their  downfall. 

These  two  things  are  personal 
freedom  and  an  economic  well- 
being. 

He  said  that  the  personal  free- 
dom enjoyed  by  Americans  and 
the  high  man-made  productivity 
displayed  by  the  United  States 
“give  us  a great  heritage.” 

“WE  ARE  approaching  our 
greatest  national  crisis,’’  said 
Benson.  He  said  that  the  world 
conditions  and  the  conditions  ex- 
isting within  the  United  States 
are  jeopardizing  “all  three  pil- 
lars” upon  which  greatness  rests. 

These  pillars,  according  to 
Benson,  are  a faith  in  God,  the 
constitutional  government  and 


the  private  enterprise  economy. 

THE  PROBLEMS  facing  the 
U.  S.  can  be  divided  into  two 
classes — foreign  and  domestic, 
according  to  Benson.  The  chief 
foreign  problem,  of  course,  is 
international  Communism. 

“The  United  Slates  preserves 
God-given  freedoms  and  God- 
given  dignity  while  Communism 
destroys  these  two  things,”  said 
Benson.  He  said  that  the  answer 
to  the  threat  of  Communism  in 
America  is  “through  a program 
of  immunization.” 

BENSON  SUGGESTED  that 
the  schools  would  be  the  best 
place  to  start  the  “innoculations” 
against  Communism.  He  said, 
“We  should  instill  a love  for  the 
Stars  and  Stripes  and  an  under- 
standing of  the  Communistic 
system  of  government. 

Benson  suggested  legislation 
to  curb  labor  monopoly  as  the 
best  cure  for  growing  domestic 
problems.
